Ilndaon Valley Pears Find a Market All 


Over tho World—Value of the Crop. 
The Hudson valley of New York has 


long been conceded to be the greatest 
pear-producing country in the world, 
supplying- almost entirely 
not 
only 


New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
but many European cities. 


Lost year the Hudson valley pear 


crop was unusually large, selling for 
several million dollars. 
Early this 


spring the outlook for a fair production 
was very encouraging until the buds 
began to open, when the "temetocera, 
occllnna" or "bud moth" and the "leaf 
roller" began their destructive work, 
destroying fully halt the crop, eating 
into the heart, of the bud. 


Few people have nn idea of the laTjor 


and expense entailed in handling the 
pear crop. Between Jsew York and Al- 
bany immense numbers of people are 
now employed picking and 
shipping 


pears. 


While the Hudson valley pears are not 


so smooth and attractive as those, of 
California, they are more highly ap- 
preciated and are of superior flavor. 
Generally the pears are sold to com- 
mission men before they 
are 
ripe. 


Canada last year took about one-half of 
the state's entire crop at $2.50 per bar- 
rel. New York and Boston this year 
get two-thirds of the crop at three dol- 
lars per barrel. 


As soon as the pears arc picked they 


arc barreled ami shipped, in New York 
being sold by the barrel without dump- 
ing, lu Liverpool the sales arc conduct- 
ed" differently, being sold entirely at 
auction and bringing- five dollars per 
barrel. 


Bartletts do not stand transportation 


very well, consequently very few of 
them are. shipped abroad. 
Liverpool is 


furnished with the Kieffer or 
more 


hardy variety, but not equal in flavor to 
the Bnrtletl. The pear industry in the 
Hudson valley is in its infancy, not- 
withstanding that it produces a large 
percentage of the world's 
fruit, for 


there are thousands of acres of young 
trees not yet bearing and many thou- 
sands more are being planted annually. 


At the present rapid rate of increase 


in fruit growth nnd culture Hudson 
country people predict 
that before 


many years the Hudson valley will be a 
gigantic orchard, extending from one 
end of the state to the other and capa- 
ble of furnishing a bountiful supply 
of f r u i t for the entire world.—N. Y. 
Herald.

The gigantic work of art 
France 


proudly gf re to light and ornament the 
harbor of New York is rapidly becom- 
ing a monument of carelessness. In- 
stead of iusipring the admiration of the 
visitor, it gives birth to disappointment. 


As you pass 'neath the first arch the 


looseness of the brickwork is promi- 
nently in evidence. The 
walls are 


seamed and 
scarred. Climbing the 


stairs, rifts through which the light 
streams are observed on all sides. 
These were not in existence in the stat- 
ue at first, but are the result of the 
rivets intended to hold the huge dress 
of the goddess in position having fallen 
out. 


Liberty's dress is literally ragged and 


falling from her. Some of the copper 
pieces of her attire are loose, and so far 
from being fastened to the next patch 
that one can insert one's band between 
the plates. Rivets that are loose in 
other places rattle every time a gust 
of wind strikes the folds of the dress 
on the outside, producing a sound like 
a gigantic rattle box. 


Whenever there is a fold in the dress, 


the turn of the fold has been subjected 
for some reason or other to rusting—as 
it is called with iron—but withcoppcr 
it is the deposit ing of verdigris, or oxide 
of copper. 
Many of these rents are 


large'and constantly growing in size. 
In one place, about half way between 
the head and feet, 27 rivets have fallen 
out in a row, leaving the copper plate 
barely hanging and bent outward.

two of her skull, the most gigantic 
piece of trephining ever known.

This is get- 
ting worse all the time, and the statue 
needs thorough reinforcing and brac- 
ing all over. The steel beams on the 
inside nre powerful enough, but they 
are thick with rust from the salt air and 
moisture that come in through the 
rivet holes and rents of the dress con- 
tinually. 


Once there were electric lights all the 


way up the stairs on the inside. The 
•wires are still there, but the lights are 
gone. Now only smoky oil lanterns 
flicker and fume, shedding little light 
but much nauseous smoke. It is like a 
climb in a dungeon, except for the light 
that peeps through the rivetholes. 


Liberty has been described as much 


a Goddess of Light as a Goddess of Lib- 
erty. 


Now she is a Goddess of Darkness. 


Not an electric light on the inside, 
where once there were hundreds. Once 
the torch had six powerful 
electric 


lights flooding the harbor with their 
piercing rays. Only one is left from 
the ruin. It fe in bad repair, and a 
man has to be kept on duty every night 
to climb up and fix it when it goes out. 


"Wish I had a dollar for every time 


I have climbed up there," he said, to a 
Sunday Journal reporter. "I figured 
it out the other day, and I have climbed 
up those stairs over 6,000 miles." 


Not only is the torch almost bereft 


of light, but the colored lights that 
were once all about the crown are 
gone. Only the places are left where 
they used to be screwed on. 
Once 


more than 50,000 candle power of lights 
shone every night from the lofty statue. 
Now only one light is left, and when 
it fails the statue will be enshrouded in 
darkness. 


Only two men are employed to care 


for the statue, and they do little. The 
reason is that Uncle Sam has no money 
for the purpose. What is spent conies 
from the lighthouse appropriations, at 
the expense of other lighthouses. The 
profits of the boat line running to the 
island are supposed to go to the fund for 
the completion of the statue, but there 
are no profits. The boat is required to 
make its regular hourly trips winter 
and summer, passengers or no passen- 
gers, and the expense has been greater 
than the income. 
"To say nothing of completing the 


statue, it would cost at least $130,000 to 
do the nelded repairs," said one of the 
employes at the island. "There is no 
$150,000 in. sight for repairs, and -not 
a cent for completion."—N. Y. Journal.

DEATHS FOLLOW FUNERALS. 


Reform In Ha rial Customs I> Urged by 


an Undertaker. 


One of the leading undertakers of this 


city, says a Buffalo News man, told me 
recently that within the next 15 years 
the burial customs of the country will 
be entirely changed. 
He said that 


among- other reforms the custom of fol- 
lowing- the remains to the cemetery 
would be done away with. He said the 
undertakers had been trying in a silent 
way for years to bring1 about certain 
funeral reforms and that before long 
the matter would be publicly discussed 
and the reforms put into practice BO 
far as was within the power of the un- 
dertakers. 


He says that statistics shew that a 


very large number of deaths result each 
year from the custom of following the 
remains to the cemetery. Invalids and 
persons weak and broken by grief are 
taken out in all kinds of weather to go 
to the grave, and then the exposure iu 
the bleak cemetery while the servicea 
are being held at the grave frequently 
causes the mourners illness. There are 
many other matters which my friend 
did not care to talk about in connection 
with funeral customs that will be 
changed.

SARATOGA THEATRICALS. 


A I'erforuiunce of "liust Lyune" by Col- 


ored Actors. 


There are not many public entertaiu- 


Yncnls in Saratoga, except, such ns the 
hotels supply; but there was a series of 
Salvation Army meetings, nn<] there 
was ut least one theatrical performance 
—a,performance of "East Lyuue" en- 
tirely by people of color. The senti- 
ments and incidents of 
the 
heart- 


breaking melodrama, as the colored 
mind interpreted them, were of very 
curious effect. It was as if the. version 
were dyed with the same pigment that 
darkened the players' skins; it all came 
out-negro. Yet they had tried to make 
it white; I could perceive how they 
aimed not at the imitation of our na- 
ture, but at the imitation of our con- 
vention; it was like the play of children 
in that. I should have, said that noth- 
ing could be. more false than the mo- 
tives and emotions of the drama as the 
author imagined them, but I had, to 
own that their rendition by these sin- 
cere souls was yet more artificial. 
There was nothing traditional, noth- 
ing archaic, nothing autochthonic in 
their poor art. 1C the scene could at 
any moment have resolved itself into a 
walk-round with an interspersion of 
"spirituals" it would have had the 
charm of these; it would hnve con- 
soled and edified; but as it was I have 
seldom been so bored. 


I began to make some sad reflections, 


ns that our American society, in its en- 
deavor for the effect of European so- 
ciety, was of no truer ideal than these 
colored comedians, and I accused my- 
self of a final absurdity in having come 
there with, these young people, who, 
according- to our good native usage, 
could have come perfectly well without 
me. . At the end of the first act I broke 
into their talk with my conclusion that 
we must not count the histrionic talent 
among the gifts of the African race 
just yet. We could concede them 
music, I supposed, and there seemed to 
be hope for them, from what some of 
them had done, in the region, of the 
plastic arts; but apparently the stage 
was not for them, and this was all the 
stranger because they were so imita- 
tive. Perhaps, I said, it/was an excess 
of self-consciousness which prevented 
their giving themselves wholly to the 
art. 


I gave myself to the study of the 


types about me, and I dwelt long and 
luxuriously upon the vision of a florid 
and massive matron 
in 
diaphanous 


evening dress, whom I imagined to be 
revisiting the glimpses of her girl- 
hood in the ancient watering-place, and 
to be getting all the gayety she could 
out of it. these are the figures one 
mostly sees at Saratoga; there is very 
little-, youth of the present day there, 
but the youth of the past abounds, with 
the belated yellow hair or the purple 
mustaches, which give- a notion of 
greater wickedness in a former genera- 
tion 


I made my observation that tie dress, 


even in extreme cases of elderly prime, 
was very gopd—in the case of the wom- 
en, I mean; the men there, as every- 
where with us.were mostly slovens; and 
I was glad to find that the good taste 
and the correct fashion were without 
a color-line; there were some mulatto 
ladies present as stylish as their white 
sisters, or step-sisters. 


The most amiable of the human race 


is in great force at Saratoga, where 
the vast hotel service is wholly in its 
hands, and it had honored the effort of 
the comedians that night with a full 
house of their own complexion. 
We 


who were not of it showed strangely 
enough in the dark mass, who let us
